If everything goes smoothly St. Louis will 
probably have within the next year a fam- 
ily apartment house that will outrival in 


avery respec) anything of the kind in the | Ryan, who was retired on a pension by the 


world. 

The man who ts figuring on the proposition 
now and who is confident that he will carry 
it through is Daniel Pelk, a well-known 
architect, who came here recently from San 
Francisco, Mr. Polk has had the idea in his 
mind for a couple of years and has care- 
fully developed it until he thinks he has all 
the details worked out sufficiently to be- 
gin operations. 

Who the financial backers of the scheme 
are the architect .refuses to divulge just at 
present on the ground that the men who 
are willing to invest do not care to have 
their identity revealed until all the’ prelim- 
inaries have been arranged. 

The Polk plan is for a. bu{lding thet will 
accommodate at least 100 families. 

“T have made a careful study,’’. said Mr. 
Folk Tuesday, “‘of all the great apartment 
houses in New York and Chicago and if I 
succeed in carrytng out my ideas as I ex- 
pect to I will go them all one better. I have 
been near] @ month. now endeavoring’ to 
get moneyeg men interested and I think I 
have succeeded. 

“The building I have roughly designed will 
be of buff brick, built in -the style of: the 
Italian renaissance, and at least seven 
stories in height. It will: be constructed 
with an interior court, surrounded by Dal- 
conies at each floor, and having a founta‘n 
in the middle. On top of all there will be a 
roof-garden for summer concerts and ar 
ranged if necessary with a stage for opera- 
tic performances. 

*‘Leading into the court from the street 
there will be an arched driveway, so that 
carriages may enter, and elevators will be 
so arranged that a person alighting from 
a vehicle can be taken right to the floor 
he desires to reach without the necessity 
of walking. more than a few steps. This 
court will be covered with glass, so that the 
interior will be perfectly protected from 
snow and rain. 

“The interior of the building proper will 
be arranged for separate Hving ‘apart- 
ments of three, five and seven rooms each, 
so arranged that the family occupying it 
will be entirely isolated, except so far as 
the hallways leading to the elevators are 
concerned; These will all be handsomely 
lighted,carpetedand decorated and in winter 
they will be heated by steam. Uniformed 
boys will be in attendance on each floor. 

“Our idea is to have each suite of rooms 
arranged for housekeeping, but a restau- 
rant will also be provided, so. that meals 
may be served in a common dining-room or 
sent to the family apartments. The de- 
sign is to furnish meals at 2 reasonable 
figure and to order, 

“The exact location of the “puilding has 
not been decided upon, but it will probably 
be somewhere in the neighborhoo@ of Fin- 
ney and Taylor avenues. 

Mr. Polk is one of the most widely known 
of the younger architécts of the Pacific 
Coast and has designed and . constructed 
some of the most handsome structures of 
San Francisco.

NEW YORK, March 8—A long, broad 
sidewalk has been shipped to Germany from 
this city. _It is ndt mere pavement, but @ 
sidewalk that moves and carries passengers. 
It will be put up and set in motion on the 
renee of the Industrial Exposition which 

to be opened at Berlin on May 1, 

Many visitors to the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago remember the sidew or multiple 
speed railway, that carried passengers far 
out into the lake on a long pier. That is 
the machine that will be get up in Berlin. 
Its plan of construction w&s a pair of rail- 
way tracks that ran side by side for 700 yards 
and terminated in a circular loop at either 
end. Upon these tracks ran an endless train 
of closely joined flat cars, propelled by elec- 
tricity. The train was 4,400 feet long, al- 
most three-quarters of a mile. Although 
the train, or sidewalk, was constantly in 
motion at the rate of six miles an hour, there 
was no trouble in getting passengers on and 
off. There were many stations, from whose 
platforms the riders on the moving side- 
walk easily boarded the endless train of cars. 
The outfit could carry 31,680 passengers past 
a given point every hour. Nearly two mil- 
lions of men, women and children were car- 
ried on it without accident, 

It is expected that the sidewalk’ will at- 
tain a speed of from ten to twelve miles an 
hour without increasing the difficulty of get- 
ting on and off.
